To our shame be it said 
that there are only six American 
transatlantic liners. While British 
passenger ships made 478 voyages 
from tka Ualtad States to Europe, 
and German ships madjr SOS, French 
shipitlSS and .It%li9n shlpa 7S.Amer- 
Ican ships msde "only 2S out of a 
total of 1,300 voyages In 1913. 

Our prcsciii h<hippinK couM not 
carry even the wh^at crop we ex- 
port to Bnrope. Wltk oar lag prac- 
tically haalahad froas foralsa ports 
as tt would be praatlaally kaaiahed 
from our own ports were It not for 
our coastwise trade, we should set 
about restorlnK It to the sfus. Great 
Britain took away the bulk of our 
carrying trado daring the Civil War. 
Now Is wu opportaalty to cat baek 
what waplaat thaa; bat It wf 'kaap It 
we must have other and hattar ragu- 
lations in the future. 

Whether the United States csn 
obtain aajr adraatac* from the gaa- 
eral oaaflM tk Baropa dapa a da up- 
on many unknown factors. Heads 
of Iron and steel eompanles agree 
that metals have yet to feel the ef- 
fect of the struggle at arms In the 
nesr East, unless It be in s tendency 
toward lowar priaaa for tka aaxt 
few amtka. Not aatU aa ai— at- 
Ing of tka MHNMlkM of porauaMBt 
oonstruetloa kaa koon msde. It ts 
pointed out, will Europe's demands 
on the (Tnlted States for metals be 
known, unless the mills of Germany, 
Kngland aad ^algium be drmwa up- 
on for aaa fkr tka aaataadlag ar- 
mies.

The Panama Canal was officially 
opened to traffic Saturday. Locally 
Oie evdbt was celebrated with much 
anthuaiaan. The progreaa of the 
s t ii a ii k u Ai^. le.Ha tia 
Mr, tkrbagk tko larty-oao aad 
kalf mllee of the eaaal'a length was 
marked by elaborate ceremony, in- 
cluding the display of the flags of all 
nations. The official international 
celebration, however, will aot take 
place uatil next aprtag, all tkf^aar- 
itima aatloaa kavlag aaMftad aa la- 
viutloa to partMpato in a great na- 
val display, if not otherwise engag- 
ed at the time. This fact and the 
further fact that the crune La Vul- 
ley passed unofllcially from ooean to 
ocean on the 7tb of last Jaaaaqr aad 
various kaaU aad kargaa travaraad 
the gaaal iollowlag tko aaadlag of 
tke kaiarlcan fleet to Vera Cru. di- 
vested katurdsy's formal opening of 
much of the Interest it would have 
otherwise aroused.

It aow 
costs on the average about flt.tee 
to kill a man. In the late Boer war, 
this expense ran up to nearly $40,- 
000. It is che4per to save. men. It Is 
choapor. to atop UlUaf . Ia onr own 
couatn^ la tka tMka ot psaes. when 
nothlnr bat paaae la possible among 
civilised natlona we spend nearly a 
million dollars a day on matters con- 
cerned with past or future wars; 
$<t0,000 a day, on future wars alone, 
that wo may . aot ho aaaght aapping 
whak tko day ot tko Impoaalklo Okall 
arrive."
